But we 
hav e got to hav e money in the 
bank av ailable to be able to close 
a deal and that’s what 
this stock 
sale is for—to get money in the 
bank for the Sikeston Industrial 
Dev elopment Company to work 
with.” . 
He said the firip *bat i* consid­ 
ering coming in here had at first 
planned to move into one of the 
airport building s and operate for 
a y ear on a temporary basis, but

If it is sold at a loss the 
loss may be shown or if it is sold 
at a profit that has to be shown. 
For those who would prefer just 
to make an outrig ht donation there 
is a trust fund set up within the 
company to be administered by 
three trustees who will be elected 
or appointed by the board of direc­ 
tors. Money g iven to this fund 
may be deducted from the income 
tax return as a business ex pense. 
Craig- cautioned 
that 
people 
should not g o into the company 
with the idea of g etting rich. This 
is a community project for the 
good of ev ery body . May be inves­ 
tors will get their money back, 
may be they won’t. 
Money donated to the trust fund, 
he said, will be used for commun­ 
ity projects just like the money 
receiv ed throug h sale of stock. 
During a question and answer 
period Craig said that if in the 
event the company should be dis­ 
solved without any projects be- 


can buy shares by pay ing some 
down and complete their purchase 
in pay ments but they will not re­ 
ceive their stock certificates until 
the full amount has been paid in.

CHEWING 


All puppies like to chew and 
about the fourth or fifth month, 
when they are losing their milk 
teeth, they particularly need some­ 
thing o.n which to gnaw without 
risking your disapproval. Special 
hard rubber or bone teething toys 
are fine. But don't let it be an old 
shoe or slipper or other object 
around the house. No little puppy 
mind is going to be able to distin­ 
guish between his shoe and yours 
not understand why he can chew 
one and not the other. 
When he does chew something, 
scold him promptly and elaborate­ 
ly. This should teach him better 
quickly. 
The grown dog that chews the 
furniture or a coiner of the rug 
while you are at home should be 
no problem because you can stop 
him with a command and scold 
or punish him. But the dog that 
chews things only when he is un­ 
observed is of more concern. 
Most instances of chewing (or, 
in extreme cases, of pulling down 
drapes and upsetting tables) are 
simply protests against being left 
alone. This usually occurs only 
with badly spoiled dogs, particu­ 
larly those lacking the security 
that good training gives them. 
There is no patented cure. Your 
best hope is to start a course of 
training immediately and try to 
give your dog the confidence he 
will gain by 
understanding

things that please and displease 
you.
